(2) When, due to preemptions, the network disseminated during the weekend
a half-hour children’s program which was not part of an hour’s block of
children’s programming, that program contained no more than five
minutes fifteen seconds (5:15) of network commercials and was formatted
to contain no commercials supplied by the local station.
